It was in (lie winter of !890 ,-ind 


1891. 
The Mexican .Government had 


not then taken over the railroads in 
Mexico. I was a freight conductor 
for the Mexican Central. My run was 
between the City of Mexico and San 
Junn del Rio. My train ran every 
clay, but on Sunday we delivered no 
way freight. It was a sort of clean 
up day. This made our schedule very 
slow. Wo could run along and do 
our work in a leisurely way, and 
still Be on time. 
• ' 


Now in those dnys, jn Mexico, when 


cars were set out on a siding, all 
the links pnd pins were taken out 
flnd ""put iri the caboose.' This was to 
prevent the ' Mexicans from stealing 
them and hammering them into crude 
plow points, or other tools. When 
eers had to he moved the brnkeirum 
first carried links and pins to each 
coupling, and the engineer then had 
to back up and come ahead to scp- 
crate or couple-up each time. 


One Sunday morning we had ord- 


ers to meet a train at Cuatillan. There 
were about twenty cmply-box-cars 
on this siding. We have to "saw by" 
the train we were meeting, so first 
all the ears had to be coupled up. 
After shoving out ami letting • the 
train by, we had to uncouple those 
cars again, taking out all the links 
and pins, before we could be on our 
way. So we were forty minutes behind 
our schedule. 


My engineer's name was Jimenez. 


By the time we had finished the ted- 
ious task, ho was thoroughly irrita. 
ted. Instead of running along as fast 
fis we were permitted, which was 
thirty kilometers an hour, he just 
poked along, leaning out of the cab 
window, and losing marc time-. 


In those days we did not have air 


brakes. Speed on grades was control- 
led by brakcmen, with hand brakes. 
From Huchuctoca to El Salto there 
was a down grade, but it was much 
steeper from El Salto to Tula. This 
being a Sunday, my brakcmen were 
all anxious to make good time, to 
get into San Juan Del Kio to their 
wives and sweet hearts, and the de- 
lay was going to make them so late 
that they got sore about it. As we 
pulled out of HuchuctocH the crew 
decided that they had the engineer on 
their side of the hill, and would turn 
everything loose so that .some of tho 
lost time could be made up. 


We made a swift run to El Salto, 


but from there on, nal only wax the 
grade steeper, but there were many 
more curves. I rcali/cd that we were 
running too fast. 1 started to climb nut 
of the eupalo of the caboose and tried 
to signal my brakcmen. But they, 
Without exorcising any common sense 
at all, were riding like crows, their 
arms outstretched, as we went swing- 
ing and swaying around the curv- 
es. Inevitably disaster struck. We ap- 
proached a sharp curve along a river. 
The engineer was not throughly frigh. 
tcned, and he called for brakes, at 
the same time reversing the engine, 
but it was too late. The engine do- 
railed on the curve and turned over on 
the river bank. The train was com- 
posed 
of empty box.cars, 
ten 
or 


twelve- cars or more and 
several 


empty refrigerators. When the en- 
gine went off the track the rest of the 
train just buckled up in the mid- 
dle, and some of the cars were hurl- 
ed up high in the air before they 
Cciine crashing down. In one instance 
1 saw space between a refrigerator 
and the ground, and then another 
space between the refrigerator and 
one of my brakcmen, as they came 
down. 


As the din and confusion subsided, 


1 crawled back into the caboose, put 
a 41 Colts into my pocket and gather- 
ed up a few personal belongings- 
all that 1 could conveniently carry.

air, 


The report pointed out that not all 


colored crayons contain lead, and stat- 
ed that this poisonous metal can be 
eliminated from those colors in which 
it is used.

It gives the French more time to 


buy more American planes. That will] 
cut clown Germany's advantage in the 
air. With close to 14,000 first line 
planes, the Germans now have a pro- 
bable air .superiority of l'/2 to one. 


Further entering the picture is the 


evident willingness—until now—of the 
Germans to give the western front 
n "breathing spell" in the wake of 
Hitler's strong peace offensive last 
month. 


Law Changes Everything 


Wilhelmlna land Leopold must look 


upon that breathing spell as a Ger- 
man maneuver to demonstrate their 
earnest desire for peace—a 
demon- 


stration, as it were, of good faith 
with nothing up the sleeve. 


But now, with the neutrality law 


a fact, and great reservoirs of supply 
ready over here for the Allies, that 
demonstration is no longer of any 
value to the German high command. 
It must act in the future against the 
background of the neutrality law, 
knowing full well the advantage that 
act gives to the Allies in a long 
term war. 


Therefore, the Dutch and Belgian 


monarch cannot sec in the new neu- 
trality law a definite spur to the 
German high command to act soon— 
while they still have plenty of sup- 
plies at home untouched by the Bri- 
tish blockade, plus a modicum of mi- 
litary advantage in the air and on the 
ground. 


Knowing the cold, calculating des- 


peration that has motivated the Ger- 
man high command in previous wars, 
the Dutch and the Belgians cannot 
but see in their own countries the 
logical battlefields of today—just as 
they always have been the logical 
battlefields when England was in- 
volved in a European war. 


Natural Battlegrounds 


Aix-La-Chapellc (now Aachen) loom

Belgium and Holland are the wed- 


ges between European powers and 
the British forces. They are natural 
battlegrounds because they have no 
high-ground barriers to invasion.

WASHINGTON — The mathematical

The famous .ship designer, whose 


text have become the "bible" of; 
nava! architects in every country, is 
Admiral D;ivid Watson Taylor. His 
is one of the brightest naval minds 
that have come out of Annapolis. 


He is the admiral who "took the 


bone out of the teeth of high speed 
fighting 
vessels." as navy 
people 


phrase i t. 


Generations of navy men knew that 


the huge boiling wave of frothy water 
which ployed ahead of fast ships was 
a cosily one. cutting down the speed 
o( the ship and eating up its fuel 
so that 
il could 
not stay at sea 


so long. It was beautiful to see an old 
style ship plowing the waves with "a 
bone in her tf*th." But to the navy 
it was it costly sight. 


It fell to Admiral Taylor to design 


ships which cut the water instead 
of rolling il majestically aside in a 
huge wave. 


Changed World's Navies 


It took years of painstaking ex- 


periirientatiun in 
:i cramped testing 


pool in Washington. The plan he 
•evolved was culled the "bulbous bow." 
To the inexpert eye it • looked as if 
putting a big bulge on the lower part 
of a ship's bow would raise even 
a bigger wave ahead than would a 
knife edge. Taylor proved it would 
not. Every modern destroyer, battle- 
ship and cruiser now has the "bul- 
bous bow" design he worked out. 


Speed-lining of ihips was not his 


only contribution to naval designing. 
He put ihe U. S. navy in the lead 
of other navies for a time by cen- 
ter-lining the firing turrets. Old lima 
battleships balanced their gun turrets 
on opposite sides of the ships. 


Taylor designed the system which 


permits the four heavy turrets, two 
aft and 
forward, to ride the 


center-line of the ship. It increased 
fire power, accuracy, and stability 
of the ship. Equally important, it put 
the- turrets farther into the core of 
the ship, adding. strength and efficiency 
Every world navy followed suit. 


Taylor was not much of a seagoing 


sailor, fur the navy would not waste 
his designing abilities by sending him 
to sea. He was a 'brains sailor" from 
the time he entered 
Annapolis in 


1881, after completing a college course 
at Randolph-Macon, where he en- 
rolled at Ihe age of 13. 


Fresh out of Annapolis, from which 


he 
wa.>: graduated with a scholastic 


record exceeding all previous records, 
he was sent 10 the Royal NavaJ Col- 
lege in England for post-graduate work 
in naval architecture. There again 
he received highest honors.
